SALARY BASIS 


MOSCOW, March l l —In Russia, 
rooms are rented by the yard and 
paid for on the basis of a tenant’s ! 
weekly 
wage. 
Bolshevism 
has j 
evolved a rent law unrapalleled : 
anywhere else. 
The commissar of health estab- j 
lished a minimum space necessary 
for a wholesome life for one per­ 
son. 
This is called the "minimum ; 
norm.” 
Any worker is entitled to' 
this living space, and pays for It! 
in proportion to his gaiety. 
When two or more persons live f 
together, all earning money, the 
rate of rent for their room is fixed 
by the largest salary earned by 
one of its inhabitants. This makes 
the "nepmen,” or private business 
men, extremely unpopular as ten­ 
ants, because It drives up the rent 
of all in their apartments to the 
higher level of their incomes. 
But the “nepmen" are popular; 
among co-operative house -building 1 
organizations, of which there are 
now 450 in Moscow. 
To make 
both ends meet on the small pay- j 
ment of 950 required of members 
of co-operatives, one-tenth of the 
available living space in co-opera­ 
tive houses usually 
is 
sold 
or 
rented to non-members. Naturally, 
"nepmen" are preferred 
because, 
compared to others, 
they 
have 
such a large amount of money. 
Besides what they can get from 
the 
“nepmen,” 
the 
housing 
co­ 
operatives ars assisted by state 
funds, which are generally loaned 
to them at 2 per cent interest, 
with repayment in 45 years. 
The "minimum norm" officially 
declared able to support one life 
in good condition is fixed at about 
seven by seven feet, which can un­ 
der certain conditions be increased 
to about IO by IO feet.

made, such as for students, whose 
rent is only 5 cents a month for

IN NEW THEORY 
ON EVOEUTION 


DENVER, March 14.—All pres­ 
ent ideals of medicine and biology 
will be upset if "Symbionticism," 
the new theory of evolution 
ad­ 
vanced by Dr. Ivan E. Wallin, pro­ 
fessor of anatom y at the University 
of Colorado, proves true. 
Following seven 
years 
of 
re­ 
search, Dr. Wallin 
says 
he 
has 
come to the conclusion that Darwin 
and his followers, in their theory 
of evolution overlooked the pres­ 
ence of bacteria in all living cells. 
Dr. Wallin declares he has proven 
to his own satisfaction th at these 
bacteria grow and that It was their 
change In size and shape through­ 
out the centuries which caused hu­ 
mans as well as plants to evolve 
from earlier and simpler forms. 
Dr. W allin’s theory, lf it proves 
acceptable to the scientific world, 
■will necessarily throw into the dis­ 
card Darwin’s explanation of evo­ 
lution on the basis of the survival 
of the fittest and natural selection. 
“Time alone will tell whether I 
am right,” Dr. W allin said. “I have 
proved the theory to my own satis­ 
faction and if I am right it will 
revolutionize medicine and biology. ’ 
Biologists in 1890, Dr. W allin ex­ 
plained, discovered small 
granules 
In the cells of 
all 
anim als 
and 
plants. 
Home believed a t the time 
th at the granules 
were 
bacteria 
but the idea was later abandoned 
and the granules came to be looked 
upon an inanim ate condensations 
of cellular fluid. 
After a long series of experimen­ 
tation with the granules, Dr. W al­ 
lin decided th at they were a t least 
similar to bacteria. 
L ater experi­ 
ments he conducted 
caused 
the 
granules to grow and change 
in 
shape, proving conclusively, he de­ 
clared, that they really were bac­ 
teria. 
When introduced into living cells, 
these bacteria caused the 
form a­ 
tion, in m ary cases, of new tissues 
and organs, thus pointing to the 
view that men might have grown 
up from an original group of cells 
which developed 
into 
a 
human 
being through many stages of "bac­ 
terial infection,” Dr. Wallin 
con­ 
cluded. 


Hip Flask Style 
Gains In London 


LONDON. March 14,—Hip flasks

ish night life. 
Even women carry 
their own liquor Into the night clubs 
since there has been such a strict 
enforcement of license hours. 
Padlocks have been put on so 
many clubs which sold liquor after 
hours that the better cabarets and 
clubs of Piccadilly and Mayfair are 
dry after l l o’clock as the Sahara.

Mjoen submitted 
Thursday 
night 
that “crime is the result of dis­ 
turbance in the secretion of some 
gland—such a disturbance in inhef- 
i tab la 
In an Instant the speaker 
was 
questioned and Prof. H oratio H. 
Newman of the biology departm ent 
of the U niversity of Chicago, chal­ 
lenged the Norwegian scientist to 
name a gland which would 
have 
such a result. 
Then Dr. Adler took up the a t­ 
tack, and argued that crim e and 
abnormaltiea bear the unm istakable 
stam p of childhood environments, 
and appealed to Dr. Mjoen to w ith­ 
hold advocating of such a eugenic 
program as he outlined until psy­ 
chology made its case. 
"Then we 
shall 
never 
accom­ 
plish anything,” said the biologist. 
“If we w ait it will be too late. We 
must cut short the criminal strain.” 
Concluding, the Norwegian chal­ 
lenged Dr. Adler to debate. 


ELECTRIC C K I 
DEATH RESULTS 
WITHOUT DELAY 


COLUMBUS, 
O., 
March 
1 4 - 
Death In the electric chair is In­ 
stantaneous, according to Dr. W il­ 
lis B. Merrill, Ohio penitentiary 
physician. 
“A man electrocuted In the elec­ 
tric chair is dead the instant the 
first shock hits him, although his 
heart may beat for two m inutes 
after death," Merrill said, in an ­ 
swer to the quest'op recently re­ 
opened at Sing Sing prison, 
Os­ 
sining, N, Y., whether a man once 
electrocuted might bo brought back 
to life. 
“It would bo impossible to re­ 
suscitate a man one© pronounced 
dead at Ohio penitentiary,” ho said. 
“Tho first shock completely de­ 
stroys the central nervous system 
and the man dies.” 
Heart Muscle Last Affected 
Dr. Merrill explained the phe­ 
nomenon of a dead man's heart 
beating by pointing out th at the 
heart muscle is the last to be a f­ 
fected by electric shock. 
The muscle, he declared, is he 
most independent muscle in the 
human body and the most isolated 
from the nervous system. 
Conse­ 
quently, it will continue to contract 
and expand, apparently beating at 
a faster rate of speed, but other­ 
wise normally, until it receives no 


more nourishment. 
This beating. 
Merrill said, may continue for one 
minute, and oft*n two minutes. 
The heart of any animal will 
beat after death, he went on, be­ 
cause of its Independence from the 
rest of the nervous system. A tur­ 
tle’s heart, ho gave as an example. 
It can be removed from the animal, 
placed In a salt solution, and will 
continue to beat for 24 hours, Mor­ 
rill said. 
Dr. Merrill said he noticed the 
phenomenon soon after taking up 
his duties as prison physician, when 
he tested the heart of an electro­ 
cuted man for the first time. New 
to 
his Job, he ordered 
another 
charge of electricity sent through 
th© body, but said the same result 
was obtained. 
Only One Charge Necessary 
Since his study of the subject, he 
said one charge is all that he finds 
necessary to cause instantaneous 
death. 
Condemned men receive a m axi­ 
mum charge of 2100 volts at Ohio 
penitentiary.

out the far-reaching effect thnt the

“Rollin O. MeNltt. 
president of 
the city planning commission of 
T,os Angeles, made by far the most 
scholarly and interesting 
address, 
on the subject of the legal aspect of 
zoning, 
He pointed 
out the fact 
th.it all recent court decisions have 
upheld zoning In its broadest pos­ 
sible nsp'ect, and thst, by zoning re ­ 
strictions, the entire complexion of 
the community 
can be controlled 
and a proper relationship be estab­ 
lished between the need for busi­ 
ness, Industry and residential areas 
without yielding to 
the pressure 
that comes from private and some­ 
times unintelligent local interests, 
which have no 
comprehension of 
the civic and economic problem# of 
the city as a whole.” 
On Limiting Building Heights 
"Gordon W hitnall, city planner of 
the city of Los Angeles, spoke of 
the necessity of limiting the heights 
of buildings, and also pointed out 
th* 
fact 
that 
th* widening 
of 
street* 
and 
the 
raising of 
the 
height of buildings, lf sim ultaneous­ 
ly carried out, could accomplish no 
result, owing to th# fact th at the 
income and outflow of the traffic at 
central pointe of the community 
must bear a definite relation to 
the amount of cubic space afforded 
In the buildings to accommodate 
that traffic. 
Otherwise, th# result 
will be waste space In buildings 
and dead investment*. 
W hltnall’s 
paper was unusually excellent and 
created a great deal of comment. 
"Dr. Carol Aronovlcl, our local 
city planner, w as assigned a diffi­ 
cult and somewhat unpopular sub­ 
ject—that of ‘excess condemnation.’ 
He suggested th at the name of ‘ex­ 
cess condemnation’ be changed to 
kinds of extended eminent domain; 
is more suitable and more In h ar­ 
mony with the actual meaning of, 
the practice of taking land adjoin­ 
ing proposed improvement# by the 
exercise of eminent domain. 
He 
pointed out th at there are three 
kinds of extended eminnt domain; 
First, 
marginal 
minent 
domain, 
which means the taking of proper­ 
ty adjoining a particular street or 
highway Improvement, with a view 
to giving the city an opportunity 
to rearrange such areas In excess 
of those needed for Improvement, 
transform them into proper selling 
lots, and resell them to the original 
owners or new purchasers. 
This 
gives the city all the benefits- of 
the enhanced 
valuations due to 
such 
improvements 
or 
buildings 
that abut on the new highway, 
street, or other improvement. 
Regional Eminent Dot lain 
"The second type of extended 
eminent domain is regional em ­ 
inent domain, which give* the city 
or county power to take an entire 
district, with a view to removing 
existing evils and redlsposlng of 
the plots 
under conditions 
th at 
would make them a credit rather 
than a disgrace to the community. 
This practice, the speaker pointed 
out, is more than 300 years old In 
Europe. 
“The third type I# the replatted 
eminent domain, which would make 
it possible for communities to take 
over badly developed subdivisions 
and, after replatting. dispose of the 
j property a t a valuation above the 
I value of acquisition. 
This means, 
of course, that the city would own a 
! considerable am ount of land, and 
would have to dispose of It as it 
I does of w ater or sewer facilities. 
1 Milwaukee is the outstanding ex- 
i ample where the handling of real 
estate by the city has proven most 
; successful and rem arkably efficient 
, in giving the community a square 
| deal in all m atters of real estate. 
In Charge of Planning Exhibit 
"Dr. Aronovid also had charge 
| of the exhibit 
of 
city 
planning, 
I which included plans, m aps and 
charta from more than a score of 
, cities of the east and west. 
This 
exhibit soon will 
be 
brought 
to 
Southern California, and displayed 
first at Pasadena, then going to 
other cities. 
"Perhaps the resolution adopted 
at the conference which was of 
the most general Interest was that 
proposing to place the study of city 
planning In California schools, with 
the idea of educating the next gen­ 
eration to an understanding of Its 
value. 
Dr. Aronovici already has 
been employed and is now engaged 
In writing a school textbook on the 
subject, which Is 
proposed 
to be 
used in the Oakland schools.”

con­ 
tinued. 
"Should street paving and build­ 
ing continue for the next four 
years in the same ratio as for 
the last four years, the run-off will 
increase IOO per cent. 
‘Eventually, a storm sewer sys­ 
tem will be 
necessary.

meantime. W est Seventeenth, E n­ 
glish, W est Fifth, South Bristol,

"My recommendation to the new 
council would be th at a compre­ 
hensive drainage system be worked 
out for the entire city.

MEXICO TAKES 
UP PUBLICITY 
TO 'SELL SELF’ 


WASHINGTON. March 14 —Mex­ 
ico. wondering w hat ta going to 
happen next in her relatione with 
the United States, and fearing the 
worst, has taken a lesson from the 
American press agent and appar­ 
ently Is undertaking to "sell her­ 
self* in this country'. 
Thu*, along w ith the reams of 
mimeographed 
press-agentry that 
coma to newspaper correspondents 
f r o m 
governm ent 
departments, 
large corporations, trade organisa­ 
tions and national associations for 
this. th at and the other thing, come 
neatly mimeographed pages from 
the Mexican embassy. 
Since first nasty diplomatic notes 
entered into the scheme of rela­ 
tions between the two countries, 
there have been mimeographs ex­ 
plaining the Mexican oil laws, an­ 
nouncing the compliance of new oil 
companies, giving textually state­ 
ments and messages from the Mex­ 
ican government officials and other­ 
wise furnishing light on points at 
issue from the Mexican standpoint. 
A high-pressure $25,000 a year 
American 
press-agent—or "public 
relations counsel"—could have done 
no better. 
Use Mimeograph 
The latest mimeographed 
(comes from the embassy's 
i mere la I attache, Francisco 
I tag a1, a survey of Mexican foreign 
J trade, mineral and petroleum pro- 
I auction for 1926.

I few years ago the country had 
emerged from a period of political, 
readjustm ent with larger produc- ! 
tlon and export trade, but with !

I tributlon in the leading sources of 
national wealth. 
Credit is given to the Obregon 
and Calles adm inistrations for ob­ 
taining a more satisfactory condi­ 
tion through a system atic cam ­ 
paign of agricultural, industrial and 
commercial developments 
without 
disregarding the two leading indus­ 
tries, mining and oil production. 
In 1923, the total Mexican export 
trade amounted to $284,235,552. 
In 
1926 exports were $340,714,030. 
Metals and minerals production 
increased from $107,403,118 to $146,- 
738.410, a boost from 37.79 per cent 
of the total export value to 43.07. 
Total petroleum exports, however, 
dropped in value during these four 
years, from $133,101,289 to $113,658,- 
660, or from 47.53 per cent of the 
total to 33.36. 
And in the meantime, exports of j 
fibers, cereals, fruits, vegetables, j 
gums, fish, hides, skins, manufac- ! 
tured products and other commodi- j 
ties rose in value from $41,731,149 
to $80,316,960, a Jump from 14.68 ' 
per cent to 23.57 per cent. 
Agriculture Develops 
Thus, Mexico appears to adopt a 
“we should worry” attitude toward 
the drop in petroleum production, 
and seems to desire to point out 
that it is offset by the Increased 
production in other lines. The com­ 
mercial attache of the embassy 
points out that developments in 
agriculture, animal industry, m anu­ 
facturing and even mining are of a 
stable character and adds signifi­ 
cantly that they leave in domestic 
circulation "a much larger share of 
the revenue.” 
Im ports rose from $152,554,263 in 
1923 to $186,223,138 in 1926. 
"A large appropriation has been 
made for Irrigation projects and 
road construction to be carried out 
during the present year,” says the 
embassy. 
“New agricultural banks 
are being established, experimental 
farm s and agricultural schools op­ 
ened and facilities granted for the 
establishment 
of new 
industries. 
During the year 1925 new factories 
numbering 112 were opened and 99 
from January to September, 1926.”

COMMITTEE OE 
LEAGUE MEETS 


GENEVA, March 
14.—The d is­ 
arm am ent committee of the council 
of the League of Nation* met her© 
today to start w hat is to be the last 
lap in the League’s preparation of 
its international disarm am ent con­ 
ference: 
The meeting of the council** dis­ 
arm am ent committee will be follow­ 
ed W ednesday by the meeting 
of 
sub-commlssnm “B‘* which 
is 
in 
charge of the economic and finan­ 
cial aspects of disarmament, and 
finally aspects of disarmam ent, and 
finally, on March 21, the 
league’s 
full preparatory disarm am ent com­ 
mission will meet 
for 
the 
f<naj 
drafting of an international disarm ­ 
am ent convention. 
Once this draft convention 
has 
been prepared, it will be subm itted 
to all of the governments 
of 
the 
world for their observations and is 
only after all of these replies have 
been received th at the league finally 
will summon the international con­ 
ference itself for the 
purpose 
of 
adopting and launching the disarm ­ 
am ent convention. 
W hile there is a possibility th at 
the disarm am ent 
conference 
can 
still be summoned for the late fall, 
following the league's annual 
a s­ 
sembly in September, the 
general 
impression prevails in league c ir­ 
cles th at it will probably not be 
convoked before early next year. 
Much Depends on Speed 
Much will depend on the 
speed 
with which the various governments 
send I ntheir observations on the 
draft disarm am ent convention and 
w hether enough of these are favor­ 
able to justify the speeding up of 
the conference. 
While the United States 
is 
not 
represented on the council disarm ­ 
ament committee, which convened 
today, it being composed exclusive­ 
ly of the states represented on the 
league council, it will 
participate 
actively in the various other sub­ 
commissions and the general pre­ 
paratory disarmam ent commission. 
The American delegation is headed 
by Hugh Gibson, American m inister 
to Switzerland, who is accom pan­ 
ied by a large delegation of 
mili­ 
tary, naval and aerial experts. 
The council 
committee, 
which 
convened today, is composed of of­ 
ficial representatives 
of 
the 
14 
states represented on the 
council, 
England, France, Italy, 
Germany, 
Japan Holland, 
Belgium, 
Poland 
Czecho-Slovakia, China, Roumania, 
Columbia, Chile and San Salvador. 
The commission will take the final 
steps on those aspects of disarm ­ 
am ent which have especially to do 
with the League of Nations and the 
league council. 
It will have before it the final re ­ 
port of a sub-commission, compos­ 
ed of Lord Robert Cecil, Senator de 
Brouckere, of Belgium, and Rou­ 
manian M inister to London 
T itu- 
lesco, which convened recently a t 
London to work out the practical 
application of article II of the con­ 
venant. This has to do with 
the 
measures whioh the council m ust 
take in its efforts to prevent war. 
Guarantee For Security 
According to leaguers, once all the 
machinery is established for quick 
and effective action by the council 
for the prevention of war, from the 
moment th at a menace exists, this 
will constitute a guarantee for se­ 
curity that will Justify leaguers in 
making a reduction in armaments. 
The committee will also have to 
take final action on the proposal of 
Finland for an International War 
chest in the form of credits and In­ 
ternational loans for the purchase 
of w ar m aterial abroad that would 
become effective the moment any 
nation is attacked. 
This It la de­ 
clared would enable many nations 
to dispense w ith the maintenance 
of largo m ilitary and naval forces 
as well as w ar supplies, 
as 
they 
could thus equip themselves quick­ 
ly the moment the necessity m ight 
arise. 
The committee also will have be­ 
fore it a Polish proposal for a spec­ 
ial organization for regional assist- 
j ance that would permit of a reduc­ 
tion of arm am ents by members of 
the regional group. 


■MATERIAL 
CONTROL AIM 


GENEVA, M arch 14.—A special 
commission, composed of all of the 
states represented on the council 
of the 
League of Nations, con­ 
vened here today tor the purpose 
drafting an international conven­ 
tion of the control of the private 
manufacture of war material. 
Although the United States noti­ 
fied the leagu# that the American 
constitution doe* 
not 
give 
the 
federal government control of the 
manufacture of war material In the 
various states, the 
United States 
agreed to participate with the un­ 
derstanding 
th at 
the 
convention 
will provide merely for the fullest 
publicity, by 
every 
country 
In­ 
volved 
in any agreem ent which 
may be reached, of statistics on the 
private 
production of war mate­ 
rial. 
Hugh 
Gibson 
represented 
the 
United States on th e commission. 
Russia 
refused 
to 
attend the 
meeting on tho usual Soviet argu­ 
ment that because of the Vorowski 
murder, at Lausanne, in 1923, the 
Soviets could not risk sending a 
representative on Swiss soil. 
To Call Conference 
The convention, which the com­ 
mission will draw up, later will 
be submitted to all of the govern­ 
ments of the world for their ob­ 
servations and, w hen these have 
been sent In to the secretariat, an 
International conference 
will 
be 
summoned for the purpose of adopt­ 
ing and launching the convention. 
It is hardly likely th is conference 
will be held before fall, although 
a large number of states are in­ 
sisting it take place before the 
league assembly in September in 
order to 
dem onstrate 
th at 
the 
league Is making concrete prog­ 
ress toward disarm am ent. 
The question of governm ent con* 
trol of the private m anufacture of 
w ar material was one of the spec­ 
ific duties given the league by the 
Versailles treaty. 
It was held by 
the fram ers that the private pro­ 
duction of w’ar m aterial constitutes 
one of th© leading causes of war, 
as large houses like the Krupps 
have every Interest to promote and 
further w ar and w ar preparations 
in order to find a m arket for their 
products. 
The problem, however, has be­ 
come a more serious one to set­ 
tle than w’as at first anticipated. 
The fact that the U nited States is 
constitutionally unable to exercise 
any control over individual manu­ 
facturers in its different states has 
caused the other large producing 
nations to make it 
known 
that 
they cannot exercise any control 
or limitation over their producers 
as th at would m erely 
confer 
on 
the United States a world monop­ 
oly. 
As a consequence, the convention 
th at will he drawn 
up 
by 
the 
league council commission which 
convened today will aim principal­ 
ly a t two objects: 
First, the su­ 
pervision of the private m anufac­ 
ture of w ar m aterial, which will 
render It necessary for each manu­ 
facturer to secure a license from 
his respective governm ent; 
and 
secondly, 
publicity 
relative 
to 
manufactured arm am ents. 
Quarterly Report* 
Under the latter provision, each 
government would be required to 
issue quarterly 
reports 
showing 
all wTar m aterial 
th a t 
is 
being 
manufactured in the country in­ 
cluding the construction of war 
ships by private shipbuilding com­ 
panies. 
It is believed th a t under this 
system every nation w’ould be able 
to see Just how m uch w ar m ate­ 
rial Is being produced by private 
companies in every 
country; 
just 
where this war m aterial is being 
sold; 
and w hether there is any 
dictation th at 
some 
country 
is 
making preparations for w ar by 
heavy purchases of w ar material 
abroad. 
Leaguers are confident th at the 
great majority of the nations, even 
when laboring under certain con­ 
stitutional reetrictlons life the Unit­ 
ed States, w’ill be able to accept 
such a convention and th a t it will 
attain all of the desired ends *n 
wiping out this p articular cause 
of war. 


Child Welfare 
Laws Extended 


MOSCOW. March 14.—The gov­ 
ernment is doing things for babies 
and teaching Russian mothers to 
do things for their children which 
were never done in Russia before. 
As a result, the prospect of sur­ 
viving the difficult first year Is 
better than It has been In the past. 
j It is best of all In Mos6ow, where 
baby clinics and classes for mothers 
are expertly organized. 
However, 
the work is being pushed In th* 
provinces, too, as rapidly as pos­ 
sible. 
The Soviet labor laws give moth­ 
ers special protection. 
From the 
state health Insurance fund to which 
all workers contribute, a prospective 
mother is obliged to «top her work 
and rest for six weeks before her 
child Is expected to arrive, and for 
six weeks after Its birth. 
For months engaged in heavy 
work, the periods of rest before and 
after the birth of a child is extend­ 
ed to two months.

1. Obtaining more gasoline from 
the crude by development of pres­ 
ent methods. 
2. More efficiency in using gaso­ 
line by the addition of tetraethyl 
lead to make the supply last longer. 
3. Using fractions of kerosene in 
motor fuel. 
4. 
Using Diesel engines to re­ 
place those In service today. 
The professor said the amount of 
gasoline obtained from the crude at 
present was three times as great as 
50 years ago, and could be doubled 
lf necessary. 
“It is practicable to obtain from 
many 
cracking 
stocks 
gasoline 
yields of 40 to 70 per cent,” he 
said, “and there Is no question but 
w hat gasoline yield from the crude 
can be increased to a point far 
above its present, value the moment 
it is economically advisable to do 
so.”

March 14.—When the 
Prince of Wales was a child he once 
confided to his grandfather that he 
wanted to be a policeman when he 
grew up. King Edward told him it 
was a laudable ambition, and in a 
sense he has realized it. He is the 
guardian of empire peace. He is a 
force uniting his father’s people. He 
serves the high and the low alike, 
and inspires respect and loyalty to 
the established order of 
govern­ 
ment in "England. 
Although the prince is hest known 
for his dancing and horsemanship, 
these pursuits occupy less of 
hi» 
time than the average man devotes 
to recreation. H.R.H. is an uncom­ 
monly busy official of state. He fre­ 
quently fills three or four engage­ 
ments a day and a t each he is the 
center of interest. He m ust prepare 
for each in advance so that he may 
intelligently speak and be fam iliar 
with the activities of the persons he 
meets and the aims of organizations 
receiving him. On the same day he 
may address 
a 
highly 
technical 
meeting of learned scientists and a 
mother's club battling 
for better 
baby food. He is in 
demand 
for 
every phase of life and work in the 
British Isles. On a recent visit to 
Cardiff he attended four banquets 
in one night. And he must always 
be the smiling, débonnaire 
young 
man with a show of affection and 
goodwill for all. 
Prince la Studious 
Contrary to the general 
Impres­ 
sion, the prince 
is 
studious 
and 
deep-thinking. He is mindful of his 


I 


great responsibilities and wants to 
do his job thoroughly. This is not 
always easy in an a g e where hered- 
! itary monarchy is rather generally 


i discredited. But the prince has be­ 
come more than 
the 
heir 
to a 
throne; he is loved for himself and 
for that reason cannot 
afford 
to 
shirk his work. He must, and does, 
maintain the best traditions of the 
royal house. 
The prince works in the mornings 
with his secretaries. By the time he 
has finished breakfast his 
official 
correspondence is ready for 
him, 
with replies drafted, but he always 
checks his letters and signs them. 
His rc-rsonal correspondence is in a 
separate ba# and he deals with this 
himself, a jira-tice he learned from 
his father. 
The 
majority 
of the 
prince's 
speeches are written for him. This 
is advisable for political reasons 
and they require expert knowledge 
and research th at he would not 
have ti m e to do. But he goes over 
them carefully and often corrects 
phraseology to instill his own per­ 
sonality. He uwd to memorize the 
lines, but he is now more at ease 
in public speaking and often swings 
from his text to extemporize when 
the occasion arises. He prefers to 
confine h im s e lf to informal remarks 
rather than deliver long speeches. 
Masters Self-Consciousness 
The nervousness of 
the prince 
has long been a subject of specula­ 
tion. His friends maintain that ap ­ 
pearances exaggerate his 
nervous 
state and that his mannerisms sug­ 
gest an uneasiness which he doe» 
When he 
was 
younger a public function was an 
ordeal to him, but he has mastered 
much of his self-consciousness and 
Is now quite complacent In 
per- 
furming these duties. He has, how ­ 
ever, little mannerisms that 
make 
him appear 
exceedingly 
nervous 
even today. He 
fingers 
his 
tie, 
strokes his hair, shifts from one foot 
to the other, shakes his manuscript 
or twiddles a button on his coat. 
Yet his mental alertness often in­ 
dicates that he is quite composed. 
In public he never really abandons 
his modesty of demeanor. In con­ 
versing with a new acquaintance he 
has a habit of asking a great many 
questions, but they are usually to 
the point and quickly indicate that 
lie is exceedingly well informed. 
Edward is an accomplished lin­ 


guist. He speaks French and Ger- ! 
man perfectly and has a good w ork­ 
ing knowledge of Italian and Span­ 
ish. On 
occasions 
in 
W ales 
he 
speaks Welsh, which he studied for 
the ceremony a t which he became 
Prince of Wales. For bis Indian trip 
he studied H industani and he once 
remarked that he was thinking of 
taking up the American 
language. 
Tie has a pleasant voice, with a real 
Oxford accent. 
If the prince sometimes appears 
nervous, he is generally more 
a t 
ease than those outside his intim ate 
circle who speak with him. One of 
his tasks Is to disarm artificiality 
and to place others at their 
ease. 
He has a frankness and cordiality 
that serve well in doing this. 
Must Keep Engagements 
It is obligatory on the prince to 
keep his engagements. He cannot 
think up some excuse for not tu rn ­ 
ing up, as ordinary men can do. He 
must be punctilious and never ap ­ 
pear bored, although it is only fair 
to assume th at many of the func­ 
tions he m ust attend are very try ­ 
ing for him. He likes hest to meet 
men of action and those who have 
accomplished things in life. He once 
said in a private conversation. 
“The people I admire are those 
who go out into the wilderness and 
the remote places and 
tranform 
them into fields of corn and make 
everything out of nothing." 
Again he said, to an official who 
was arranging details of one of his 
tours: 
“For goodness sake, don’t produce 
too many damned mayors.” 
For his normal 
afternoon, 
the 
prince usually has an affair or two 
to attend. He Is probably the world’s 
champion cornerstone layer. He u n ­ 
veils monuments, 
opens 
bazaars. 
presses buttons and dedicates with 
amazing regularity. It is often a 
wonder w hat he finds 
to 
smile 
about. 
His evenings are just as crowded. 
Official functions take up a great 
deal of his time and all 
sorts 
of 
dinners and dances claim him. Then 
there are the purely social 
func­ 
tions, which cannot be overlooked. 
Although he is the social superior 
of his hosts, he m ust out of court­ 
esy get about a great deal. Often 
his engagements overlap so 
that 
he is compelled to travel much by 
train and car to make connections. 
Interested In Industry 
The prince has been 
taking 
a 
great interest in industry and has 
been visiting many factories 
and 
mills. In this way he gets in touch 
with the working c la s s e s . 
He has 
travelled so widely th at he is about 
to speak intelligently on com para­ 
tive methods in England and other 
countries and his opinions are often 
sought. 
The prince always gives 
sym ­ 
pathetic attention to charitable ap ­ 


peals. He is now deeply interested 
in housing problems and conditions 
In the slums. W henever he gets a 
free evening he goes on a tour of 
the poorer districts. These are in ­ 
spired only by his 
own 
personal 
concern and his visits are spontan­ 
eous and w ithout any stage setting. 
He tram ps around Limehouse and 
Wapping, often passing unrecogniz­ 
ed. When he visits institutions and 
makes himself known, he always re ­ 
ceives a very touching reception. He 


recently entered a charity 
house, 
where he met and shook hands with 
each of 140 homeless men, chatting 
w ith them and trying to cheer them 
up. On these visits he is best seen 
as the "Prince of the People.” 
Edward was once a.^ked w hat he 
would like best in the world, and he 
replied: 
“Two full days absolutely 
alone 
and to myself.” 
He never has had an experience 
and he probably will never get it.

Refusal of the legislature to open the Breed high­ 
way bills to amendment for the designation of this 
or that highway for preferred treatm ent is wise. 
San Diego is not entitled to legislature that would 
provide for the completion of the San Diego-Yuma 
highway ahead of any other Southern California 
road. 
The San Joaquin valley is not entitled to leg­ 
islation that asserts the M ojave-Bakersfield highway 
shall have preferential treatment. 
For if such steps are to be taken for one or two 
communities, then every community in California 
would advance with demands for this and that 
road, and utter confusion would result. 
The Breed bill itself designates the primary high­ 
ways—the roads on which the bulk of the state fi­ 
nances are to be expended. 
The 
state 
highway 
commission is the body to determine the rotation 
of construction work on these particularly highways. 
The highway commission must make a Btudy of 
the needtr of the state as a whole, and it should 
not be unduly hampered by restrictions of the legis­ 
lature. 
After the legislature has designated what 
are the primary highways of California and pro­ 
vide that these roads must be built before others

REST YOUR EYES OR PAY THE PENALTY 
The care of the eyes involves consideration of 
their natural deficiencies, for there are few eyes 
that are completely normal. 
It is therefore recom ­ 
mended that a child have its eyes examined as soon 
as it begins to read. 
Thirty-five per cent of the 
school 
teachers 
in 
Germany wear glasses, though not more than 15 to 
20 per cent of those in the United States have 
aids for their vision. 
It has been suggested by a 
good psychologist that the difference is due to the 
unwillingness of American school teachers to risk 
the disfigurem ent of spectacles. 
On the other hand, W illiam s suggests 
that 
more 
people need to wear glasses in Germany than in 
America because as a people the Germans are In­ 
clined to near-sightedness. 
It is generally known that the near point for vis­ 
ion begins to recede at about the age of IO years 
and continues to recede throughout life, so that by 
tile time the person is 45 years of age he requires 
glasses to bring the near point back to working dis­ 
tance. 
The eyes cfRinot be separated in their health from 
the general condition of the body. 
It has long been 
established that general ill health w ill deteriorate 
the eye and influence the vision. 
Many persons have hereditary defects of the eye 
which require correction by suitable glasses or by 
operation. 
The care of the eyes Is largely autom atic; It is 
self-adjusting and self-lubricating. 
There is, there­ 
fore, no need for the constant use of eye washes, 
eye drops, eye salves, or any other eye medicines. 
The use of such preparations is likely to do more 
harm than good and they should 
never 
be 
used 
without the advice of a competent oculist. 
One of the most popular eye w ashes regularly 
used in barber shops or beauty parlors, and applied 
at a considerable cost, ie merely a solution of borax, 
costing about 5 cents per gallon to prepare, yet re­ 
tailing at $1 an ounce. 
lf dust or soot gets into the eye, it may be re­ 
moved by slow ly winking, by slowly drawing the 
upper lid over the lower, or better still by securing 
promptly the assistance of some one capable of re­ 
moving foreign substances without contam inating 
the tissues w ith dirty fingers or a soiled handker­ 
chief. 
The rule that applies to the nose and the 
ear applies equally to the eye—it is not safe to put 
into the eye anything sm aller than one’s fist.
